This Is a day of American homnBc to Amer- 
ican nghtlns men. But It does not seem In- 
appropriate lo the spirit of the observance 
that we ahoiild remember, at the same time 
the soldiers and aallors of Allied and occupied 
■'nations who have died In the common cause. 

Let UK look bark at other Memorial days of 
this war. May uo, IW. wiu |ii'(-hii().s- Uic 
blackest day of the blitzkrieg. The retreat 
from Dunlilrk was at Its helRhl. The allied 
armies were shattered and fleelnR. Nothing 
Stood In the ivay of the onriishhiK Germans. 

A year later Dunkirk was being repeated 
In Crete. Nail paratroopers had driven the 
British Into the sea. Nazi plano.i were bomb- 
ing the transports that rescued the remnants 
of the defendcr.i. 

The next Nfemorlal day found America and 
Ruasltt In the war. That day one Japanese 
BUbmarlno had sunk an American shlp off 
Seattle, another had shelled Avistralla, 
nails wore completing their occupation of 
Kharkov and the Kerch peninsula. 

But that day, too. the tide bcnun lo lurn 
ijiore than 1.000 British planes bombed 
Cologne. 

On May 30. 1043, great fleets of American 
bombers were over France. On Altu, Amer- 
ican soldiers (ought with rifle butts, bayonets, 
knives and ftsts. By the end of the day the 
Jap defenders were annihilated. 

Tho men who fell at Dunkirk and Crete, at 
rear! Hnrbor and Bntaan. at Kharkov and 
Sevastopol, died In desperate bitter fighting 
for what may have seemed then a hopcle.ss 
cause. But the blows they stnick. with what 
weapons they had. made possible the turning 
tide and the victory that wtll come. 

Let tis remember them, all of them, and the 
men who must give their Uvea today and every 
day until the enemy Is finally cru.shed. And 
let us honor them with honest effort.s to 
speed this war to It.*; end to secure the world 
from the horror of Its return.

NO MORE 'PN' LABELS 
It Is good to learn that the army has drop- 
ped the term "psychoneurotic" In describing 
,men rejected for nervous and mental causes, 
and substituted "not suited for military ser- 
vice," 

Tho "FN" label has closed the doors of Jobs 
to a good many men. In some cases It hfis 
kept them from resuming Jobs that they had 
held satisfactorily before their rejection. 
Army doctors have always maintained that 
emotional unfitness for the rigors and regl- 
mentatlons of the service did not necessarily 
Indicate Instability. 

Many men rejected as "PN" cases could 
have lived out their whole lives as civilians 
with no suspicion of stigma. It may he hoped 
that a change in terminology will prevent re- 
currences of many embarrassments and In- 
lustlccs in the post.
